AFFIDAVIT IN SUPPORT OF 
AN APPLICATION UNDER RULE 41 
FOR A SEARCH WARRANT 



being first duly sworn, hereby depose and state as follows: 
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I, 



INTRODUCTION AND AGENT BACKGROUND 



1 . I am a Special Agent employed by the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). I have 
been so employed for more than 5 years. I am currently assigned to the FBI's Washington Field 
Office, in Washington, D.C. My primary duty as an agent is to investigate allegations of civil 
rights violations, corporate fraud and mortgage fraud. 

2. This affidavit contains information necessary to support a finding of probable cause 
for a search warrant. The affidavit is based on my personal knowledge and observations during 
the course of this investigation, information conveyed to me by other law enforcement officials, 
and my review of records, documents and other physical evidence obtained during the 
investigation. It is not intended to include each and every fact and matter observed by me or 
known by the government, and it is being submitted solely for the purpose of providing sufficient 
information to establish probable cause to search the vehicle described in Attachment A. 

3. On June 8, 2009, Trey Joyner was shot during a traffic stop by United States Park 
Police ("USPP") Officers investigating a report that Mr. Joyner was in illegal possession of a 
firearm. Mr. Joyner later died. The D.C. Metropolitan Police Department ("MPD") began the 
investigation into this incident. On June 19, 2009, the investigation was turned over to your 
affiant and other members of the FBI to determine whether there was any violation of 1 8 U.S.C. 
Section 242. 



THE LAW 



4. I am advised that Title 1 8 U.S.C. Section 242 makes it a felony for a person acting 
under color of law, statute, ordinance, regulation or custom, to willfully subject or cause to be 
subjected to any inhabitant, different punishments, pains, or penalties, than those prescribed for 
punishment of citizens on account of such inhabitants being an alien or by reason of his/her color 
or race. Acts under "color of law" include acts not only done by Federal, state, or local officials 
within the bounds or limits of their lawful authority, but also acts done without and beyond the 
bounds of their lawful authority. 

FACTS ESTABLISHING PROBABLE CAUSE 

5. On June 8, 2009, a confidential informant contacted USPP Officers and told them 
that Mr. Joyner was operating a silver two-door 2008 Honda while in possession of a handgun. 

6. While Mr. Joyner drove the 2008 Honda, USPP Officers performed a traffic stop 
near the alley beside 1207 Holbrook Street, NE, Washington, D.C. As Mr. Joyner exited the 
2008 Honda, there was an incident between him and the USPP Officers in which the USPP 
Officers discharged their service firearms, striking and fatally wounding Mr. Joyner. This entire 
incident occurred in close proximity to the 2008 Honda. According to law enforcement and 
civilian witnesses, during the incident, a firearm belonging to Mr. Joyner landed on the ground 
near the 2008 Honda. 

7. On June 9, 2009, a Judge of the Superior Court in Washington, D.C, authorized a 
search warrant for the 2008 Honda as part of an investigation being conducted by the MPD into 
the homicide. The MPD executed a partial search of the 2008 Honda on June 11, 2009 and, inter 
alia, seized mail matter in the name of "Joyner, Trey Alexander" and a registration card in the 
name of a woman who it was later learned was dating Mr. Joyner. The MPD has since 
maintained custody of the 2008 Honda. 

8. It is believed that further examination of the entire 2008 Honda and all of its 
compartments for evidence, including but not limited to, DNA, trace hair and fiber, fingerprint 
and firearms evidence, would produce evidence material to this investigation. 

CONCLUSION 

9. I believe that a further examination of this 2008 Honda will allow for the seizure of 
evidence that will aide in the investigation into possible civil rights violations. 
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10. I hereby swear that the above information and facts are true and correct to the best of 
my knowledge.
